It was too much 
like the British style of conduct. We recall how 
the German—especially the young “volunteer' who 
worked in Old Country cities and towns for a mere 
pittance in order to learn the language and study 
British commercial methods—derided football and 
looked with a sort of pity on pictures of great crowds 
of excited Britons enjoying a Saturday afternoon at 
a league contest. As for the German woman, of 
course, for her it was “Kirche. Kueche, und Kinder
